Indeed, the in- 
dications are now that no extraordi- 
mary session will be held this year. 
This statement is made on the author- 
ity of the President himself. He has 
not decided definitely, and will prob- 
ably not reach a determination of it 
until he shall have returned to Wash- | 
ington the latter part of September. 
The chances of an extraordinary ses- 

sion appear, however, to be fading. 
Strong pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the President to induce 
him not to call an extra session. 80 
much interest has been manifested in 
the subject throughout the country 
that the President has received a 


large number of letters regarding it. 


Many Senators and Representatives 
have urged against an extra session. 
They point out that practically noth- 
ing will be gained by an extra ses- 
sion that will begin not more than 
ares woens before the — of ‘he 


branches. Taking these things into 
consideration, the President has re- 
served a definite decision of the mat- 
ter, the chances, as noted, being that 
the session will not be called. : 

Last spring, it was the President's 
idea to issue at the proper time a 
call for an extraordinary session of 
Congress, to be held in October for 
the purpose of enacting, if possible, 
railroad rate legislation. Incidentally, 
it was expected that some recommen- 
dations might be made by the Pras- 
ident regarding proposed changes in 
the existing tariff law. The idea of an 
October session finally was abandoned 
and subsequently the President made 
arrangements for a two weeks’ trip 
through the South beginning October 
17. It was then announced that the 
proposed extraordinary session would 
not be held until after the Novem- 
ber elections. 

If, finally, the President should 1 
cide to call Congress together; the 
session will begin on the first Mon- 
day after the November elections, 
which will be just three weeks before 
the beginning of the regular session 
in December. 

In this 3 it can be said 
to be not unlikely, in view of the 
prevalence of yellow fever in New 
Orleans, that the President may con- 
clude to make his trip through the 
South in two sections, visiting the At- 
lantic Coast States in October, and 
Louisiana, Arkansas and perhaps Ten- 
nessee on another trip to be made 
later. No definite arrangements to 
this end have been completed, but 
the matter is being considered. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
who returned late yesterday afternoon 
from his European trip and was a 
guest of the President, last night, at 
Sagamore Hill, left today for New 
York, whence he expected to go di- 
rectly to his home at Nahant, Mass. 

“My visit to the President at this 
time,” said Senator Lodge, “was of 
no significance whatever. It was 
purely a personal visit.“ 

Being a member of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, the Sen- 
ator, in his sojourn abroad, manifest- 
ed a natural interest in the attitude 
of European powers toward the 
United States. He found everywhere 
in Great Britain and in France evi- 
dence of a particularly cordial feeling, 
both in official circles and among the 
people, for America and that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is held by Europeans 
in general in high regard. 

“While I hope most profoundly, not 
only in the interest of the two bellig- 
erent nations, but also in the interest 
of the entire civilized world.” said 
Senator Lodge, “that a treaty cf 
peace may be negotiated at Ports- 
mouth. I really know nothing of he 
situation. For a week I have not 
read the newspapers, and in my con- 
versation with the President we 
touched on the subject of the confer- 


ance only incidentally and generally.”

FRANCE’S BID TO BRITAIN.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The feature of the week 
here, which stood out prominently, 
has been the visit of the French fleet. 
This has been a complete and un- 
diluted success. It has been a ver- 
itable feast of friendship, with every 
mark of genuineness. The descrip- 
tions and comments of the French 
press show how deep an effect it has 
had on French public opinion. 

The Echo de Paris says: “Now 90 
per cent. of Frenchmen are as strong- 
ly Anglophile as they were strongly 
Anglophobe four years ago. French- 
men regard King Edward as a wise and 
far-seeing monarch and a friend of 
the French. Great Britain's behavior 
in the first stage of the Moroccan con- 
troversy won France’s friendship. She 
was loyal to the backbone; ready to 
back us, no matter what occurred. We 
felt this deeply. Germany realized it 
too.” 

The editor of the same journal, in 
an interview, says: “I hope that 
France, now that she and Great Brit- 
ain are real and lasting friends, may 
be able to convince England that it 
is to her interest also to cement ihe 
friendship of France's ally, Russia. 
The United States would make the 
fourth, and the friendship of these 
four nations would form a foundation 
for the peace of the world.” 

King Edward is still determined to 
bring Germany into the peace line, 
but apparentiy he does not consider 
the time ripe for a personal interview. 
There is. no disguising the fact that 
the British Foreign Office regards the 
Kaiser with no small suspicion, and 
the relations bétween the two courts 
are also very strained, not to say any- 
thing stronger.

JAPAN’S CONTENTION. 

To this argument Baron Komura 
dissented most vigorously although in 
the most friendly manner, contending 
that Japan only sought to secure bor 
herself in Korea the commercial and 
industrial positions to which she ~is 
entitled, and to aid in its civilization 
and development, as well as to pro- 
tect the kingdom from administrative 
anarchy. 

The fact that the Korean ques- 
tion should be the first to be des- 
cussed in the peace conference is 
strangely fitting, as it was over To- 
rea that the long struggle 
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Japan was forced out of Port Arthur 
and Liao Tung, in 1895, each became 
suspicions of the intention of the 
other's influence in Korea, and first 
in the Lobanoff agreement of 1896, 
and later, in the Nissi-Rosen agree- 
ment of 1898, they entered upon mu- 
tual obligations. In the former, Japan 
secured the right to protect the im- 
perial family and to build the Seoul- 
Fusan telegraph and Russia to estab- 
lish telegraph lines from Seoul to the 
Russian frontier. In the latter, while 
there were mutual obligations to pro- 
tect the independence and territorial 
integrity of Korea, Japan's industrial 
and commercial position in Korea as 
recognized. Ever since Korea has 
been the bone of contention, Japan 
has always been suspicious of Rus- 
sian encroachment. At last, the con- 
tinned occupation of Manchuria by 
Russia and the Yalu lumber conces- 
sions induced Japan to try to come to 
a definite settlement with Russia in 
the negotiations preceding the war. 
These proved futile, and in the Japa- 
nese imperial rescript declaring war, 
the Emperor of Japan said: “The 
safety of Korea is in danger. The in- 
terests of the empire are menaced.” 
Now, by a sort of inexorable logic, 
the fate of Korea comes up at Ports- 
mouth for final settlement.

_ @zporte of the country at the close of 
the Civil War. 

The growth in the exportation of 
manufactures is shown to have largely 
exceeded the growth in population. Out 
of thirty leading articles, only seven 
show a falling-off for the year, as 
‘compared with 1904 Iron and steel 
manufactures supply about one-fourth 
of the total exports, having been $134,- 
727,921, as against $111,948,58¢ in the 
P receding year. Steel rails showed an 
merease of $6,000,000, chiefly in 
ments to Canada, South America, Mex- 
ico, the West Indies, Japan and other 
Oriental countries.

REASONS FOR PESSIMISM. .

TOKIO, Aug. 13.-—The Japanese 
newspapers continue to take a pessi- 
mistic view of the results of the pend- 
ing conference at Portsmouth. The Jiji 
says: 
“It is not possible to place much 
hope in the outcome of the negotia- 
tions. It is patent to everybody that 
the best course open to Russia is the 
conclusion of peace, as it is now im- 
possible for her to recover her lost 
prestige. Should M, Witte conclude a 
peace which means the acceptance of 
Japan's terms, he Will und himself con- 
fronted by a strong opposition, which 
will cost him the confidence of the 
Emperor and the Russian government. 
If M. Witte is brave enough to subor- 
dinate his personal interest completely 
tu the good of his country, he is in an

“Your name and your — discov- 
ery are known to us in Persia,” said 
the Shah, after the manner of an Ara- 
bian Night potentate addressing a ma» 
gician. “I wish to see this famous 
radium which is described as having

Lithia and Lithium. | 

SAN DIG, Aug. 2, 1905.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] I have not an- 
noyed you by asking questions for 
over a year. You have no idea how 
highly 1 appreciate your “In the 
Warth,” all of which is clipped from 
The Times and promptly pasted in my 
reference book. There was a very in- 
dignant citizen here a few days ago. 
The cause of his anger was the list of 
ores, metals, earths and minerals 
(California's) at the Portland exposi- 
tion. His contention was that “The 
Times is not a scientific paper and yet 
it has the Jmpudence to publish the 
ligt ahead bt technical journals; it 
makes me mad enough to choke.“ The 
words in quotation were by him used. 
My questions, — not 
touched upon as yet, follows: 

(.) What difference is there be- 
tween Hithology and petrology? 

(2.) What is meant dy the term 
lepidodendron? 

4) I have a deposit of amblygonite 
and lepidolite; how can I extract the 


lithium? 
What ts lithia mica? 
Gratefully yours, J. G.. 
ANSWER.—(1.) Lithology is Prop- 


erly described as a branch of miner- 
ology concerned with the minute study 
of rocks, with the object of finding 
out what minerals make up the alt- 
ferent varieties. This is done chiefly 
by the microscopic study of the rocks, 
eut for this purpose into thin sections 
and properly mounted for examina- 
tion.” It is also “that department of 
medica] science which is concemned 
Avith the study and treatment of cal- 
euli, found in the human body.” 
Petrology, “the art of writing or in- 
scribing on stone, the study of stone; 
lithology, petrology.” E. „Wads- 
worth in “Léthological Studies,” p. 2, 
shows as follows: “Petrography I de- 
fine as that branch of science which 
embraces both lithology and petrology. 
It includes everything that pertains to 
formation, occurrence, al- 
teration, history, relations, 
and classification of rocks as such. It 
is the essential union of field and 
laboratory study.” A. H. Green, Phys. 
Geol., p. 9, is now quoted: “LAthology 
describes the results which would be 
arrived at by a man who sat indoors 
in his laboratory and examined small 
hand specimens of different kinds of 
rocks brought to him. Petrology tells 
us what additional information we gain 
when we get out of doors and ex- 
amine large masses of rocks in the 


fields.”

Your probable desire is to “ex- 
tract“ the lithia (oxide of the metal.) 
Lithium is of atomic weight, 7.03: sil- 
very white in luster; tarnishes rapidly 
in the air. It is not as ha as 
tassium or sodium and can be cut with 
a knife. It fuses at 180 deg. C. 
(356 deg. F.,) and if the flame goes to 
195 deg. C., it takes fire. The metal 
is one of the lightest known bodies, its 
specific gravity being 0.5936. It forms 
salts analogous to those of potassium 
and sodium; it occurs only in com- 
bination, most abundantly in the 
minerals spodumene, petalite, amblygo- 
nite, triphylite (and lithiophilite) and 
lepidolite.” Kungite, the gem of Call- 
fornia, is crystallized spodumene, and 
carries, approximately, 7 per cent. of 
lithia. One way to obtain lithium is 
by fusing pure lithium chloride in a 
thick porcelain crucible and then de- 
composing the fused chloride by elec- 
tricity. 

Lithium salts can be obtained on the 
small scale by the following process: 
Powder the mineral to 100 mesh; mix 
intimately therewith six times its 
weight of calcium carbonate (chalk.) 
Place the mixture in a. platinum 
erucible and put crucible into a cov- 
ered earthen one. Bring the outer 
vessel to a white heat and keep up 
for half an hour. Withdraw crucible 
and when cold take out the inner 
platinum crucible. Therein will be 
found a coherent mass; to this mass 
in the crucible add dilute hydrochloric 
acid. When in solution evaporate to 
dryness. Now add some  acidulated 
water, filter off the silica and to the 
filtered liquor add ammonium carbon- 
ate to excess; boil the ammonlated so- 
lution for five minutes and filter again; 
evaporate the clear solution to dryness, 
Place the dried mass in a platinum 
crucible; heat it gently to expel the 
ammontum chloride (sal ammoniac.) 
Wet the residue with sulphuric acid, 
evaporate once more to dryness. Ig- 
nite. The residue will be pure fused 
lithium sulphate. The silicates, petal- 
ite or lepidolite will work with the 
process described, but for amblygonite, 
with its large per cent. of phosphorus

The man who puts money 
in a savings bank circulates ‘t for 
the benefit of the community just as 
surely as the man who puts it irto a 
racing stable, a yacht, or a hunting 
lodge.

ECIPROCITY CONFERENCE. 
On Wednesday next a gathering 
is to be held in Chicago, to be known 
as the National Reciprocity Confer- 
ence. It is alleged that over one thou- 
sand delegates, representing two hun- 
dred agricultural and commercial 
organizations, have signified their in- 
tention to attend the convention. The 
prediction is made that “out of this 
conference will grow a vast new polit- 
ical force, mainly in the West and 
Southwest, which will upset all calcu- 
lations, unless reckoned with by man- 
agers.” 4 y | 

The occasion för calling this so- 
called “reciprocity conference” to- 
gether was the enactment of the new 
German tariff, which is designed prac- 
tically to shut American goods out 
of the German market, unless the 
United States will agree to admit 
German goods to the American market 
at extremely low rates of duty. When 
the call for the Ghicago gathering 
was first issued, the statement was 
distinctly made that reciprocity was 
not the sole and unchangeable pur- 
pose of the conference. The broad 
purpose was stated to be to bring to- 
gether for consultation some of the 
larger interests affected by the tariff. 
The promise was made that if, after 
due discussion, it should appear that 
retaliatory legislation would be the 
best way in which to meet the situa- 
tion the conference would recommend 
such action. From later dispatches it 
seems to be a foregone conclusion that 
the conference will favor reciprocal 
concessions to meet the demands of 
Germany. 

This Chicago conference will no 
enact, nor will it determine, tariff 
legislation. Public discussion of im- 
portant questions is well, and the 
people will be willing enough to learn 
what the delegates “representing two 
hundred agricultural and commercial 
associations” have to say on the sub- 
ject of reciprocity. But this confer- 
ence will not settle the momentous 
issue. 

In order to meet Germany with the 
extensive concessions which her new 
tariff’ law demands, we would be 
obliged to let down the bars for the 
admission of German exports, to such 
an extent as seriously to impair, if 
not virtually to destroy, our protective 
system. When we consider the fur- 
ther fact that some of the Furopean 
nations are preparing to follow in Ger- 
many's footsteps, in the attempt to 
force the United States into the adop- 
tion of reciprocity, whether we wish 
to adopt it or not, the seriousness of 
the menace to our protective tariff 
system is readily understood. If we 
throw down the bars to Germany we 
cannot logically refuse like conces- 
sions to such other nations as may 
demand them. And even then we 
should place ourselves in the attitude 
of giving better terms to those of our 
customers among the nations who 
choose to meet us with a hostile tariff 
than to those who had made no dis- 
criminations against us. 

It may be highly magnanimous and 
Christianlike to return good for evil, 
and to turn the left cheek for another 
whack when smitten on the right 
cheek, but this is not the common 
practice in the world of industry and 
commerce. The new German tariff, 
which is to go into effect next year, is 


It is a pertinent question whether we 
shall “bly off,” at a very high price, 
the invaders of our tariff system, or 
shall fight them with their own 
weapons. 

This is a question for the legislative 
branch of the government to decide. 
The present Congress was elected by 
the people on a stand pat“ platform, 
deciaring fealty to tariff protection 
and expressing faith in the Dingley 
tariff, which has been in force since 
1897, and under which the nation has 
prospered as never before. It is not 
likely that this congress: will consent 
to such a breach in the tariff wall as 
will seriously impair, if not wholly de- 


stroy, its protective value, The policy

other words, we shall probably do as 
we are done by—a favorite commer- 
cial interpretation of the Golden Rule. 
The State Board of Trade of Call- 
fornia has already adopted resolutions 
against reciprocity. Representatives 
of Southern California interests are on 
their way to the Chicago conference 
to protest against any letting down of 
the bars that will injuriously affect

ADE RIVALRY. 

What is really war on an im- 
mense scale, silent but strenuous, is 
being carried on by the three great 
nations striving for indystrial suprem- 
acy—Great Britain, Germany and the 
United States.

For 
the contest sharpens men's intellects, 
develops natural resources, quickens 
progress, and makes for the happiness 
of mankind generally, while it can 
be conducted without angry or acri- 
monious feelings, in a spirit indeed 
that should permit of warm regard 
and friendship among the rival peo- 
ples, so very near in kin, so closely 
kindred in aspirations. ©

A brilliant young the- 
ologian, a Princeton graduate and @& 
scholarly man, he determined to live 
out to the letter the ethics of the 
Golden Rule—and he has been faith- 
ful to his purpose. He founded a so0- 
cial settlement, established a church, 
published a monthly illustrated jour- 
ral, and entered heartily into the life 
of the toiling mass of twenty-two dif- 
ferent nationalities struggling for a 
livelihood, teaching and living the prin- 
ciples of Christian manhood.

Probably no 
other one man has done so much to 
maintain and reéstablish industrial 
peace as has Dr. Graham Taylor— 
especially in his own city, which has 
been one of the storm centers of the 
stubborn strife between capital and 
la bor. 
ful as an arbitrator in a number of 
lubor controversies, and the notable 
defeat of corrupt local politicians has 
been credited directly to the Commons. 
Dr. Taylor’s creed is that Christian- 
ity must .be lived out and loved in to 
be effective. “I'll venture,” he said, 
“that Tolstol has rung more real 
Christianity into the Russian peas- 
antry than half the church bells in the 
kingdom by his simple philosophy of 
living it out and loving it in. The 
closer we come to the great heaving 
heart of mankind, the clearer is our 
vision and the deeper down we go into 
things essential and human, the near- 
er we are to God and His kingdom. To 
shut oneself up in his own narrow cir- 
cle away from the, throbbing life of his 
race is like setting a medical college 
on a country hillside—away from the 
clinics. Humanity must be studied first 
hand—we must come into the biologi- 
en! laboratory and get in touch with 
life. Neighborhood relationship forms 
itself into a synagogue and the root 
strikes down into civic soil, and be- 
held, we have the new, strange thing 
en earth—a partly municipal church, 
with family life woven into its fab- 
ric and the old reincarnation ts going 
on—a family atmosphere is created. Di- 
vine life clambers Godward over a trel- 
lig of this kind. Eliminate human terms 
fiom the Bible and you have no vi- 
sion of God at all; eliminate indus- 
trial terms and codperative life with 
God is gone; take out the civic terms 
and where is citizenship? The Bible 
is so human that it strikes its roots in- 
to essential human nature. 
“Rescue missions, like the Italian 
sculptor, are trying to liberate the an- 
‘gel in the block of marble. Byron said. 
Men thought me to be so much worse 
than I was that I gradually grew to 
be as bad as they thought me.’ In the 
tremendous radical revolutions brought 
about by modern industrial conditions 
we have almost lost our neighborly 
sentiments, except in the public schools, 
and that is limited mostly to children. 
Eventually the public school will es- 
tablish the neighborly feeling, but un- 
te then the social settlement must do 
it. It is this corroding commercialism 
that hinders industrial incarnation. 
Last Sunday in San Francisco a pust- 
ness man came to me at the close of 
my sermon and said: ‘I cannot tell 
you how dreadfully I have felt in 
hearing you talk. 
500 workingmen and I cannot keep 
the Golden Rule and stay in business.’ 
This is the reason 80 many men are 
out of the church, and I take off my 
hat to honesty in religion, but, some- 
how or other, we have got to change 
this condition, and the cost of it all, 
syelled in modern terms, is the cross. 
We will have to come to the point 
where we can let go of that business 
that cannot be squared by the Golden 
Rule. Christian ethics must be incar- 
nated into business, civic and political 


fe. That's Christianity—it’s the new 
crusade—the knight errantry of 
Christ.” 


Saturday evening Dr. Taylor spoke at 
Rethlehem mission to an audience that. 
crowded the building to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Yesterday afternoon he again 
spoke at Bethlehem, but this time in 
the parlors of the men’s hotel, and his 
andience was made up largely of the 
neighboring people who are interested 
in the work of Mr. Bartlett and who 
lend a hand to its furtherance. To 
these Dr. Taylor spoke of ‘“Democ- 
racy and Religion.“ In these sur- 
roundings he became quite a different 
man in his personal attitude from the 
dignified mintster who spoke formally 
from the pulp in the morning. He 
appeared more like a business man ad-

candidly and confidentially, standing 
with one hand thrust in his trousers 
pecket and the other resting on 
hip, and his language was plain and 
practical.

PEARY WILL BE LATE. 


Only by Rare Good Fortune Can He 
Hope to Reach the Open Polar 
Sea This Season. 


[Chicago News:] P. T. McGrath of 
St. John’s N. F., who is an authority 
on northern voyages. writes to the 
Daily News as follows: “The delay in 
dispatching Peary's steamer Roosevelt 
threatens to interfere seriously with 
his plans for getting to the Far North 
this summer. His original intention 
was to have her leave New York on 
July 4 and get away from the New- 
fcundland coast about a week later, 
declaring himself in several interviews 
that any detention after July 10 would 
seriously bandicap him in his‘endeavor 
to attain an extreme northing before 
the polar channels freeze up again, so 
that he might, if possible, get info the 
open polar sea and establish himself 
there before the brief summer months 
end. However, he only left Sydney, N. 
S.. on July 27, where he had been 
ccaling, and has still to call at some 
rert on the Newfoundland coast to 
put ashore his last letters and take 
his final departure for the North. He 
is, therefore, about three weeks 


est, and, although his ship is much 
faster than previous exploring boats, it 
must be evident that he has no time to 
spare if he is to reach any far-away 
point within the frozen zone this year. 
His hope was that he could get as far 
up as the Polaris and Thetis went in 
1871 and 1882, which ships got righ: 
into the Polar Sea in the one season, 
being favored by a brief spell of open 
water. and this would be a great ad- 
vantage to him, as he would have his 
advanced base within about five hun- 
dred miles of the pole itself, or 300 
miles nearer than he could otherwise 
reach. He would, therefore, be able 
te make his dash across the paleocrys- 
tie ice to the pole next spring and have 
a second year in which to repeat the 
efrort if he failed the first time. 

“But K he is unable to reach a very 
northerly point now he may be doomed 
to a Whole year of maction and r- 
haps to he frustration of his best 
Lopes. He had hard luck this spring 
in that he lacked the money to equip 
is vessel after he had her built. and 
the time lost in this way it is difficult 
for him to make up now. The explor- 
er who would secure the best oppor- 
tunities for advance through its ice- 
cumbered waters should be on the

July. In the case of the relief of 
the Greely expedition they were there 
early in June, and the whole expedi- 
tion, with the few survivors of Greely’s 
ill-fated party, were back in St. John’s 
on July 17, or nearly a fortnight before 
Peary will now be able to leave.

This table has a very definite mean’ 
ing. It is clear evidence of a prepara- 
tion in the past six months for the 
large financing which will be neces- 
sary on the declaration of peace in the 
Far East. It will be observed that, 
with the single exception of the Bank 
of Austria, every great national bank- 
ing institution has fortified itself by a 
remarkable increase in its gold hold- 
ings in the past six months. Such gold 
holdings, beyond a certain safety 
minimum, which was passed probably 


if the large borrowing incident to the 
declaration of peace had not been fore- 
seen. It has been matter of comment 
to experts in London and elsewhere 
that the Bank of England should have 
maintained a proportion of reserve to 
liabilities in the past six months out 
of all relation to the real necessities 
of the case. 

It is plain that the great financial in- 
stitutions of the world expect a definite 
and practical result from the meeting 
of the Russian and Japanese pienipo- 
tentiaries at Portsmouth. Space does 
not permit us to give the figures of a 
large number of minor national and 
private banks, but we note that they 
have, as a rule, lost gold in the past 
six months. This is, of course, further 
evidence of the concentration of power 
where it will be most needed. 

About Russia's ability to finance a 
further campaign there may be two 
opiniogs. She could probably do so for 
at least two years by a direct pledge 
such as that given by Japan in the 
customs duties or the tobacco mon- 
opoly. About Russia's ability to bor-

ROWNED In 
RAGING SURF. 


FIRST LOSS OF LIFE IN WATERS 
OF CATALINA ISLAND, 
Visiting Bank Cashier Perishes 
During an Effort to Recover a Boat 
Which Had Been Beached ‘and 
Which He Had Been Unable to 
Float—Body Not Recovered. 1 


AVALON, Aug. 13.— The first drown- 
|} ing in the history of Catalina since it 
became a resort some fifteen years ago, 
occurred yesterday at Seal Rocks, when 
leroy O. Kuner met his death. Fri- 
day last rM. Kuner, who was West- 
ont cashier of the Imperial Bank at 
Brawley, Cal., and C. F. Clifford of 
Los Angeles, were fishing from‘a row- 
boat at Seal Rocks, when they lost 
their anchor, which was nothing more 
than a large store, around which was 
tied a rope. The stone slipped owt and 
they drifted about so that it was im- 
pcasible to fish to advantage, and they 
decided to go ashore and get atiother 
anchor stone. They went in famously 
on the crest of a wave, high and dry, 
but they made the discovery then that 
the waves were pounding furiously, and 
it was impossible for them to launch 
their boat again. Convinced of this, 
they pulled their boat up on the heach 
out of the reach of the surf and ciimb- 
ing the cliff, which they did aftef ex- 
heustive efforts, returned to Avaion pn 
fcot over the hills. 
Clifford was obliged by a busfness 
engagement to go over to Los Angeles 
Friday afternoon, but arranged with 
Kuner to return with him Sunday, 
when he would again be in Avalon, and 
get the boat. Kuner did not walt, but 
yesterday engaging Johnnie Robarts, 
skipper of the Tio Juan and one of 
the best surfmen on the island, went 
aown to recover the boat. 
After landing, Robarts pushed Kajner 
off, and he got beyond the breakers i 
gcod shape. The surf was running high 
and Robarts was not so successful in 
his own attempt to get off, but 
swamped his boat. While emptying 
out the water he noticed that Kyner 
tad stopped rowing and while wach- 
ing him, aad drifted back into a dan- 
gcrous position, and was likely to be 
ceught in the big rollers. He called to 
Kuner and warned him to keep farther 
cut and then continued his effort to get 
the water out of his boat. While thus 
engaged he heard a cry and looking up 
craw Kuner and his boat lifted high on 
‘the crest of a furious breaker, the 
skiff overturning, and the next instant 
beth were dashed into the waite, seeth- 
ing billows. Kuner reappeared and 
seemed to be swimming toward the 
shore, but only for an instant. Rob- 
arts started to his assistance, 
hed gone but a few steps when he 
again went down and was seen no 
more, ¢ 
Robarts disrobed and went into the 
surf and spent an hour in trying to lo- 
cate the body, when Capt Clark of the 
launch Blue Lodge, with Oscar Lawler 
and some friends aboard papper 
along and joined in the search. but 
without avail, Afterward word was 
brought uptown and Constable Vin- 
cente with grappling trons and half. a 
dozen other boats went down, but @tl 
to no purpose. The body was not te- 
covered. 
The family has telegraphed instruc- 
tions to spare no means to find the 
body, and Capt. Young, the diver, will 
go down tomorrow and make as caretal 
a search as possible for the remains,’

Another building con- 
templated by H. S. McKee of the Los 
Angeles Trust Company will stand on 
a lot of 100 foot frontage on Myrtie 
avenue, and 150 feet on Orange, where 
he will duplicate the style of a struc- 
ture on South Myrtle that is now just 
nearing completion. 

Monrovia’s municipal advancement

He removed with his 
parents to Anthony, Kan., when but 
a child and lived there until 1895, 
when he went to Moline, III., to take 
a position in the Moline Plow Com- 
pany’s factory.

His headquarters were at Buenos 
Ayres, and he carried on this work 
through the importing firm of John and 
Joseph Drysdale Company, one of the 
largest importing firms in the world. 

Six times Hammers returned to the 
United States, and on these trips he 
visited Los Angeles, where his parents 
had taken up their residence, and 
made many friends here. He had in- 
vested in property on West Washing- 
ton street, where he intended to make 
his home eventually, and was also a 
heavy investor in lands in the Im- 
perial Valley. 

On November 2, 1901, he was married 
to Miss Josephine Lowry at Lamonte, 
Okla., and after a visit of a few werks 
in Los Angeles, they returned to Bue- 
nos Ayres, which has been their home 
until his death. 

Mr. Hammers was a man of striking 
physique and great courage. During 
the troublesome times of the Spanish 
War he was often placed in perilous 
positions, as his work togk him into 
quarters of the Argentine Republic 
where there was much feeling against 
the Americans. He had several thrill- 
ing escapes, and frequently took 
chances which would have appalied 
many a man.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Aug. 13.—Two 
Chinese merchants are dead, and the 
son of one of them is dying in the hos- 
pital as the result of a tragedy which 
occurred early this morning. The 
dead men are Fung Ging and Fung 
Sing, partners in a tailoring business 
at No. 20 Canton alley, in the center 
of Vancouver's Chinatown. 

At 4 o’clock this morning Fung Sing 
started out on a tour of murder. Firat 
he shot and fatally wounded Fung 
Lee, son of Ging, and then turned his 
attention to the latter. Having fin- 
ished the family, Sing turned the re- 
volver upon himself and sent a bullet 
through his neck, and the cutting of 
his spinal cord must have caused in- 
stantaneous death. 

Fourteen other inmates of the rooms 
above the tallor shop where the trag- 
edy occurred were taken in charge by 
the police and are being held pending 
an order from the Coroner. They say 
that the two merchants quarreled yes- 
terday afternoon, for Sing wished to 
retire from the business. Sing later 
threatened to kill the old man and his 
son. Fuliy dressed, Sing crossed the 
hall this morning, open the door of 
the youth’s room just wide enough to 
admit of the entry of a revolver, and 
placed the muzzle against the lad's 
head. The bullet went through the 
young man’s face, broke his jaw and 
imbedded itself in the wall beyond. 

Sing then went upstairs to his part- 
ner’s room. The door was locked, and 
he fired five shots through the panels. 
These apparently did not take effect, 
and Sing then got a hatchet, pried 
open the door and shot the old man 
through the heart. Then he leisurely 
vent to the back of the house, threw 
the hatchet out of the window and 
killed himself.
